UNITED NATIONS, Feb. 28— Cu- 
ban Foreign Minister Roberto Robate 
insisted today that his country was jus- 
tified in shooting down two unarmed 
U.S. civilian planes last Saturday, but

The minister also repsated his accu- 
sations that the United States had de- 
nied Cuba a forum to defend itself by 
forcing the Security Council to issue 
its statement before he ivas able to ar- 
rive in New York. 

“We came to the United Nations 
with the intention of speaking to the 
Security Council, but as you know, 
such a Security Council did not want to 
wait for us and was not interested at 
all in what the Cuban foreign minister 
had to say on behalf of his country,” 
Robaina said. 

He said Cuba is conferring with rep- 
resentatives of the 110-nation 
Non-Aligned Movement, many of 
which are friendly tov/ard Havana, 
about the possibility of calling a special 
meeting of the General Assembly to 
hear Cuba's side of the dispute. All 
185 U.N. members are represented in 
the assembly. 

“We are not seeking any action by 
the General Assembly,” Robaina said. 
“We simply want the international 



community to listen to Cuba’s stoiy. 
We are not asking the General Assem- 
bly to condemn anyone or pass a reso- 
lution We just want to make it un- 

derstood that attempts to destroy ouir 
revolution are being encouraged, pro- 
moted and tolerated by the United 
States and that Cuba is ready to de- 
fend its sovereignity and airspace.” 
Before his news conference, Ro- 
baina also engaged in a war of words 
with U.S. ambassador to to the Unitedl 
Nations, Madeleine K. Albright In the 
transcripts released by the United 
Slates Tuesday, one of the Cuban MiG 
pilots, after firing a missile into one of 
tte Cessnas, allegedly spoke of shoot- 
ing out the civilian plane’s “co- 
jones”— a slang Spanish term for testi- 
cles. 

“This isn’t ‘cojones;’ this is coward- 
ice,” Albri^t said Tuesday in refer- 
ence to the pilot’s remark. 

Today Robaina shot back, “I just 
want to reply that we have ahrays had 
plenty of the first, and we have never 
suffered from the latter.” He added 
that Albri^t’s use of the term was in- 
appropriate “in diplomatic circles and 
and even nasty for a lady.” 

“I thought that was a little chauvin- 
istic,” Albright replied when informed 
of what Robaina 1^ said. 

in a related development, the U.N. 
Human Rights Commission in Geneva 
released a report today saying Cuba 
TOntinues to practice widespread viola- 
tirai of the human rights of its people.
